4. Claims 5-3i.33-47.50.54-58.60.6l and 63-65 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Referring to claims 28, 33, 41, 58, 63, and 65, Groleau, taken either alone or in an 
obvious combination fails to disclose a model health index "indicates an estimate of an ability of 
a model to predict the behavior of the at least one process output as compared to an expected 
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output" and that a process health index "indicates an estimated probability of violation by at least 
one process output of predefined specification limits." 

Referring to claims 5, 19, 26, 27, 28, 33, 41, 50, 54-58, 60, 61, and 63-65, Jensen, taken 
either alone or in an obvious combination fails to disclose "an advanced manufacturing process 
control system that compensates for changes in a manufacturing process." 

Referring to claims 28, 33, 41, 58, 63, and 65, Martin, taken either alone or in an obvious 
combination fails to disclose "an advanced manufacturing process control system that 
compensates for changes in a manufacturing process" and a model health index "indicates an 
estimate of an ability of a model to predict the behavior of at least one process output as 
compared to an expected output" and that a process health index "indicates an estimated 
probability of violation by at least one process output of predefined specification limits." 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
